while the percentage of errors in any well-conducted 
encyclopaedia is comparatively small. ’ 
The lady who signs her books and magazine arti- 

cles “ Vernon Lee” has been very much in the public 
eye of late. In the Contemporary Review she has an 
article embodying the result of a study of the style of 
De Quincey, in which she sets forth the great prepon- 
derance of verbs and adverbs in his writings in com- 
parison with those of De Foe and Stevenson, “ two 
writers as dissimilar as possible from De Quincey.” 
She infers that the chief part of the style of both De 
Foe and Stevenson is given to action, while in De
